WOULD FEED MANY. 
One OUNCE DAILY IN EACH 

HOME MEANS TONS. 
Millions of Hogs and Cattle 
Represented by the Scraps Now 
Thrown Away All Could and 
Should to Cut Na- 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

WASHINGTON, (D. c.) May An 
ounce of edible meat —lean meat, fat 
and lean, suet or fat, trimmed from 
steak, chop or * hardly 
worth saving. 

Many households take just this 
view of the matter—do not trouble 
to put such an insignificant scrap 
into the ice box or soup pot—do not 
bother to save for cookery a spoon- 
ful or two of drippings or a tiny bit 
of suet or fat. 

Yet if every one of our 20,000,000 
American families on the average 
wastes each day only one ounce of 
edible meat or fat it means a daily 
waste of 1,250,000 pounds of animal 
food—456,000,000 pounds of valu- 
able animal food a year. 

At average dreased weights it would 
take the gross weight of over 875,000 
steers or over 3,000,000 hogs— 
bones and all—to provide this weight 
of meat or fat for each garbage pail 
or kitchen sink. If the bones and 
butcher's waste are eliminated these 
figures would be increased to 1,150,- 
000 cattle or 3,700,000 hogs. 

Or, again, if the waste were dis- 
tributed according to the per capita 
consumption of the various meats 
(excluding bones) it would use up a 
combined herd of over 538,000 beef 
animals, 291,000 calves, over 625,000 
— and lambs and over 2,132,000 


LABOR LOST. 

Millions of tons of feed and hay, 
the grass from vast pastures and the 
labor of armies of cattlemen and 
butchers also would be scrapped by 
this meat-waste route. 

But — every household doesn’t 
waste an ounce of meat or fat every 
day? Very well—make it one out 
of 100 families, dut keep in mind 
that all meat allowed to spoil and 
all meat and fat rendered inedible 
by improper cooking, scorcHing or 
burning must be counted as waste. 
Make it an ounce every other day, 
or one a month. Such waste still 
would be unendurable, when meat 
is scarce and when fat is of such 
vital food importance to many na- 


tions. 

Waste of meat or fat is inexcus- 
able. Every bit of lean meat can be 
used in soups, stews or in combina- 
tion with cereals: every spoonful of 
fat can be employed in cookery; 
every bit of drippings and gravy can 
be saved so easily and used to add 
flavor and nourishment to other 
dishes. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C., or 
your State Agricultu College will 
tell you how to use bits of meat to 
make appetizing and nutritious dish- 
es and how to use leftover fat in 


cookery.

Mr. Law- 
rence is accompanied by his daugh- 
ter, Miss Lois Lawrence. They will 
remain in Los Angeles until Sunday, 
when they will start north for a tour 
of the Northwest. 
YOUNG MEN’S SERVICE. 


“The war has had a great effect 
on the Sunday-schools in Canada,” 
Mr. Lawrence said yesterday. “Our 
association, which numbers some 
200,000 Sunday-schools, with a 
membership of 2,000,000 pupils, has 
units in every part of North Ameri- 
ca, and it is part of my work to tour 


“On my last trip there, I found 
that in four of the largest churches 
more than 1000 young men had 
gone to war. They were all mem- 
bers of the Sunday-schools. This 
may sound strange the layman, 
but it Is a fact that in recent years 
more pupils of 20 years and over 
have joined the Sunday-schools 
than those younger. 

J have no doubt that now the 
United States Kas entered the con- 
flict, the Sunday-schools of this 
country will be affected also, and as 
almost nineteen-twentieths of the 
units of our organization are lo- 
cated in this country, the effect will 


be many es greater. 

“While 1 find that throughout the 
country there ie an abhorrertce for 
war, I also find that the young men 
of the Sunday-schools are preparing 
to fight for their country. | 

RED CROSS FUNDS. 

“Seeking to do something for our 
nation, the association has decided 
to designate July 1 as Patriotic 
Sunday. On this day the schools 
of the association throughout the 
country will hold patriotic pro- 
grammes.

Ik the United. States were to furnish 


Britain has done, for from a population of 
45,000,000 people there have been drawn 
approximately 6,000,000 men for the army 
and navy, and in France as large a. pro- 
portion has been taken. 

To accomplish this, women have been 
substituted for men in many industries, tex- 
tile milis have not been run on mere style 
changes, but their labor supply has been 
devoted to making cloth for the army, and 
unnecessary expenditures in the factories, 
the shops and the homes have been cur- 


tailed. Increased production rather than de- 
‘creased consumption is the patriotic duty 


of the American people. We should not 
eat less potatoes, but grow more, or con- 


Our looms may weave less silk but they 
should make more woolen and cotton 
fabrics, and the making of rifles and muni- 
tions on the forges should not lessen the 
making of plowshares, and steel plate for 
cans. That it has not done so is evidenced 
by the fact, as stated in the May bulletin 
of the National City Bank of New Tork. 
“that the steel industry has been stimulated 
by the war. On December 31, 1914, the 


total capacity of the country for making 


steel billets and castings was 40,915,325 
tons, and on Digcember 31, 1916, according 
to the preliminary estimate of the Ameri- 
can Tron and Steel Institute, it was 48,770. 
000, with 6,283,500 additional tons capacity 
building. The increase already in service 
on January Ist last was therefore 20 per 
cent., and when present construction is 
completed the increase will be 35 per cent. 
over the capacity of 1914. . 

Several leading industries have been ex- 
panded rather than congested by the war. 
The lumber business has not been hurt in 
its foreign trade by the war or limited at 
home by the railway blockade. It has been 
stimulated by the wooden shipbuilding pro- 
gramme and needs more instead of less la- 


— 


dor. The textile industries and the shoe- 


making establishments have increased their 
capacity more than 5 per cent. in the last 
two years and the entrance of the United 
States into the war and its calls for cicth- 


ing and footwear fon our soldiers will in- 


crease the demand for cloth and leather 
goods. 
Doubtless there will have to be a con- 
siderable shift in indus and a reduction 
of expenditures in some lines, but this will 
come about gradually and automaticallv as 
government orders are given preference 
over private orders by the pressure of high 
prices and other causes. It is desirah'e to 
have the curtailment of private expendi- 
tures brought about in this manner, as pub- 
lic expenditure takes its place, rather than 


by impulsive action which is not correlated 
With the government’s expenditure. 


What is wanted in the way of economy 
is notihoarding, which would bring about a 
cessation. of industry, but an intelligent 
adaptation of private policies to the public 
needs. There is not going to be less work 
to be done in this country. There is more 
work than ever in sight to be done. 

Individuals must turn a large part of their 
incomes over to the government, nor for 
hoarding, but for it to expend among the 
industries. The expenditures will merely 
be shifted to new channels. 3 

“The pressure of high prices and high 
taxation” says the National City Bank of 
New York, “should not be the only influence 
to deter an individual from unnecessary ex- 
penditures. One of the most difficult tasks 


they have had in Englend has been that of 
convincing the people that because they. 


could afférd to buy something was no jus- 
tification for buying it, especially in war 
time. If the expenditure is unnecessary and 
the article or service requires labor which 
is needed elsewhere, the expenditurs ought 
not to be made. The rule of course must 
be applied with common sense, and along 
with it should go an organized effort to 
utilize whatever labor is released io in- 
dustries where it is needed. Our problem 
is to so organize our forces that not only

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the monstrous world war to a speedy and 
satisfactory conclusion. It certainly would 
be a blessed ending if the German people 


of Americans acquainted through persona) 
experience with actual conditions in Ger- 
many both before and during the war, we 
only deceive ourselves by placing too much 
reliance on the speedy advent of a German 
revolution. 

We have taken the Russian revolution as 
a hopeful sign that all Europe will switch 
over to democracy. But we cannot meas- 
ure Germany with 4 Russian yard stick. 
The fundamental difference between the 
two nations is too obvious. Germany is the 
most highly educated country in the world, 
with the lowest percentage of illiteracy, 
and educated along one narrow line with 
one consummate end in view. Russia is the 
least educated and the most easily swayed 
by sentiment and appeal. Germany is the 
most thoroughly organized and centralized 
of world powers. Russia is the most poorly 
disciplined and most heterogeneous. 

Civilian Germany, through her schools 
and colleges and religious institutions, was 
whole-heartedly behind the government in 
entering the war for world dominion. Rus- 
sian universities have always been the rally- 
ing grouhd for revolutionary spirits and the 
Russian people were always, in peace or war, 
sullenly against the Czar and the bureau- 
crats. 

There is little reason for the belief that 
because loose-jointed and disorganized Rus- 
sia’ could so swiftly revolutionize its polit- 
ical system, that close, knitted and sys- 
tematized Germany can be induced easily to 
follow the example of those they have been 
taught to regard as a lower creation of be- 
ings. 


Nothing short 
of starvation will shake the mass of the 
German people in their confidence that 
their army is invincible. Nothing short of 
this actual starvation or a complete mill- 
tary collapse, equally improbable, will end 
the war as speedily as we wish to believe 
it can be ended. For Germany has been 
well drilled in the school of Spartan forti- 
tude and saturated with the belief that the 
God of ‘the universe is before everything 


else a God of the Germans. To obliterate 


this conviction from the mass of the Teu- 
tonic people, in whom it has been ingrained 
from the first kindergarten primer to the 
last philosophical treatise of the finishing 


universities, will require more suffering and 


more sacrifice than they have yet been 
called upon to endure.

The “con- 
tinental system” of Napoleon and 
the “orders in council” of the Brit- 
ish Ministry were vexatious enough, 
but they did not involve massacre 
of neutral civilians.
